THANKSGIVING DAY. 


The festival of Thanksgiving will be 


celebrated to-day throughout the United 
States. The custom of giving thanks to 
the Creator and Preserver of the Universe 
at this season was suggested by the 
Hebrew Feast of Tabernacles, or " Feast 
of ingathering nt the end of the year." 
The American colonials observed the day 
with thanksgiving and prayer. There is 
record of the official appointment of days 
of thanksgiving in 'Massachusetts Bay as 
early as 1633, and in Plymouth in 1651. 
The Dutch Governors of New Nether- 
land, occassionally appointed thanksgiv- 
ing days, the first of record being in 
1644. 
Subsequently when New Nether- 


land became New York, an English 
colony, the English Governors appointed 
days of thanksgiving. During the revo- 
lution Thanksgiving Day was a national 
holiday, Congress recommending its ob- 
servance annually, but after the general 
thanksgiving for peace in 1784, when 
King George acknowledged the inde- 
pendence of the United States, there was 
no national appointment of thanksgiving 
day till 178D. 


Though a day of thanksgiving was 


annually appointed by the Governors of 
many of the States, the custom was not 
general, and from 1789 to 1863, when 
President Lincoln issued a national 
proclamation, thanksgiving day was not 
a national institution. Since President 
Lincoln's time each succeeding President 
issued annually a proclamation appoint- 
ing the last Thursday in November a 
day of thanksgiving and prnyu. Tnis 
year, for some cauiie, the President with- 
held his proclamation later than usual 
and the Governors of several States, ap- 
pointed November 20th before the Presi- 
dent's proclamation was published. 


In many States, but not in all,Thanks- 


giving Day is a sti.tutory holiday, and is 
observed as such, ro -legal business be- 
ing transacted and all public buildings, 
banks and stores being closed. 
Relig- 


ious services are held In tho churches 
and the latter par! of the day is devoted 
to feasting. In C ilonial days Thanks- 
giving was more gum-rally observtd than 
Christmas, which was not a Puritan holi- 
day, while Christmas was the great re- 
ligious festival of the South. Now, how- 
ever, both, days are observed in all parts 
of the country, the descendants of the 
austere Puritans making merry at Christ- 
mas times as well as tun descendants of 
the gay Cavaliers. 


I-KACE IN BRAZIL 


If the telegraph news fiom Brazil is 


to be credited peace reigns supreme in 
the Republic. DeFonseca's resignation, 
which is attributed to illness, was re- 
ceived with favor all through the country, 
and quieted the 
turbulent elements. 


Senor Peixotto, the uew President, has 
issued a maoifesto, which gives general 
satisfaction. He does not assume dicta- 
torial authority, and declares the state of 
siege ordered by De Fonsica raised. 
Congress is summoned to convene on 
December 18th and resume ita constitu- 
tional functions. 


European powers have been using 


every moans in their power to foment 
strife and create discord in Brazil. The 
peaceable dethronement of Dom Pedro, 
and the transformation of an imperial to 
a republican government without blood- 
•bed, did not suit the crowned heads of 
Europe. It was setting an example for 
their subjects, whieh might result in 
republicanisms Europe. They deemed 
it politic, therefore, to create disturb- 
ances in the new Republic and if possi- 
ble re-establish the Emp'ue and recall 
Dom Pedro from exile to again rule the 
country. They preferred anarchy to a 
peaceable Republic and it is possible 
that their agents incited the trouble, 
which, if reports are true, are happilv 
ended by the resignation of De Fonsica, 
who, for a while, assumed dictatorial 
authority. _^___^__—_

Opinion of Senator Carlisle 


NKW YOBX, November 25. —Under date 


of November 17 Congressman J. D. War 
net wrote to Senator Carlisle in reference 
to Congressman Mills' candidacy for the 
Bpeakeiabip, saying in part, be recognizes 
tho strength of Mills' claim, based not only 
on his record, bat on the fact tbat "every 
Democratic member of Congress whom 
know is in favor of relegating tariff reform 
to the rear is opposed to Mr. Mills." It is 
howem, asserted says Mr. Warner tha 
Mills Is unfitted by temperament to make a 
dignified and effective presiding officer 
Warner begged Carlisle's opinion on tb 
subject. Senator Carlisle in reply refute; 
the assertion and says he is sure if Mill 
is elected no one will ever have just cans 
of complaint of bis demeanor or genera 
course on political questions. Referring 
to the unfortunate disposition in some 
quarters to subordinate the question of 
tariff reform to others less Important to the 
people and dangerous to harmony and suc- 
cess of the Democratic party, the Sena- 
tor says: "Upon the tariff question wo 
are practically united, while upon the sil- 
ver question, and perhaps npon name 
others, there sre wide and honest differ- 
ences of opinion among members oi our 
party, which can only bo reconciled by 
patient deliberation. Why shall we, on 
the eve of a great National contest, when 
victory is almost within our graup, aban- 
don or injure the vital issue upon which 
we are united, and vasts oar strength in 
fruitless controversy over qnestioou which 
can better be adjusted after it has been de- 
termined what part of their own earnings 
the people shall be permitted to keep? The 
first duty of the Democrats ia to change 
the laws under which the earnings of peo- 
ple are taken away tiom them by unjust 
taxation for private purposes, and whoever 
proposes to postpone the performance of 
this doty in order to inaugurate among oar- 
selves war over the silver question; or any 
other, is not a wise counsellor and would 
not make a safe leader.

Accidentally Shoots Her Son. 


PMESCOTT, A. T., November 25.—A fatal 


shooting accident occurred here at noon to- 
day resulting in the instant killing of the 
9-year-old boy of H. N. Palmer, a well- 
known mining and mill man.

The mother is frenzied with 
grief over the sad nffair and officers took 
the pistol away to prevent her killing her- 
self.

Land Office has issued a form of permit to 
be granted persons applying to cut timber 
from public lands.

ANOTHEH SHARON SUIT. 


The Case Transferred to 
the Circuit 


Court. 


The suit brought some time since by Mrs.

Abundant Food Prepared in, a Novel 


BSanner Tax One Thousand Guests. 
The following extract from a private 


letter written from Honolulu by Dr, 
George P. Andrews outlines ft novel 
feaat: 
We have been having a festival week, 


the semi centennial of Dahn college. A 
number of alumni came home from the 
states, among others General S. C. Arm- 
strong, of Hampton, Vn., and lie_ gave 
us some grand talks on his work in the 
great school there. Kev. William Gn- 
lick and wife also are here from their 
twenty years' work in Spain. The great 
feast was a novel sight. An awning of 
sails covered in a space about GO by 100 
feet, under which were laid tables, and 
the viands, cooked a la Hawaii, wero 
laid on them. As provision was made 
for a thousand people an account of the 
cooking may be of interest. 


There were provided forty-five half 


grown pigs, two beeves, 125 chickens, 
several hundred fish, bushels of sweet 
potatoes, etc. The larger pigs were cut 
into fragments and tied in bundles of 
banana and drachma leaves of a pound 
or two weight each. The beef was 
served in the same way, also the chick- 
ens. 
The smaller pigs were wrapped 


whole in the leaves. Preparations for 
the cooking were made the day before. 
Four holes were dug, one 10 by 4 feet, 
one 6 by 4 feet and the others about 
three feet wide and two feet deep. A 
quantity of wood was placed in the 
grotto and upon this were placed large 
stones a foot deep. 


One fire was lighted early in the morn- 


ing of the day before and the second 
about 1 o'clock. At 3 o'clock the wood 
was burned out and the bottom was a 
mass of red hot stones. Upon these were 
spread a layer of crushed fresh banana 
stems six inches thick, and upon these 
were piled the small bundles of meat two 
or three feet high and the size of the 
hole. Over them was placed a mass of 
fresh banana leaves several inches thick, 
over this matting, and then dirt a foot 
thick and the imu was finished and left 
to steam until the nest morning. 


At 5 in the evening the big one was 


similarly filled with the remainder of the 
meat and the trussed pigs, and also cov- 
ered. One can imagine what a delight- 
ful heat would be brought to hear upon 
the contents of the imu, and how deli- 
cately the contents would be cooked dur- 
ing the long hours of the night. 


Early in the morning of the feast day 


the two small imus were filled with the 
fish tied up in leaves and sweet potatoes 
and covered. The large ovens covered 
the day before were opened during the 
morning and the contents taken out and 
covered to keep hot. 


The tables seated between 200 and 800 


•at a time. Poi, the native food—a paste 
made from the Calocosen esculentum 
and soured—was put in small, water- 
tight baskets along the center of each 
table so that four persons could reach 
each one with the fingers (knives and 
forks are eschewed at a luan). Each 
table was also gay with crimson fleshed 
watermelons cut in fancy shapes, various 
relishes of raw sea urchins, meat, sea- 
weed, raw shrimps and pounded kukui 
nuts and salt. Conveniently at hand 
were fern leaves, and the viands upon 
leaves, gourds and wooden bowls and 
platters. 
The guests recline at their ease on the 


left side and eat with the right hand. 
Each one has a bowl of fair water to 
cleanse the fingers. The method of eat- 
ing is not disgusting. The natives use 
their fingers dexterously and daintily 
and not piggishly, though they are 
rather gormandizing in their native 
state.—Detroit Free Press.
